The new facility 
will use novel approaches to the design and content of the building, its 
exhibits, and the sky theater itself to connect the visitor in unprecedented 
ways to the mysteries of the universe.

WETLANDS IN A CULTURAL CONTEXT 


With Tom Moritz, CAS Head Librarian and Sam Wilson, 
CAS Research Associate and Environmental Consultant 


Now that we know that wetlands are worth saving, how do we go about 
doing it? “No net loss” of wetland habitat has broad support as a national 
priority, but we are still groping for ways to reverse a long tradition of 
destruction. In this lecture and slide show, Sam and Tom will consider wet- 
land policies in a historical context and look at a number of representative 
restoration and mitigation projects. Such projects are typically planned to be 
permanent, but powerful sociopolitical as well as ecological forces can 
thwart the best of bureaucratic intentions. The presentation will focus on the 
need for ongoing maintenance and local support. 

Moritz, the Academy’s head librarian, has long been an active environ- 
mentalist. He is chair of the Information Management Task Force, World 
Commission on Protected Areas of the WCN 
(World Conservation Union). Wilson, an Academy 
research associate and environmental consultant, 
has worked in wetland restoration for more than 
10 years. Together, Wilson and Moritz have com- 
piled The Sierra Club Wetlands Reader, a diverse 
collection of readings on the wetlands of North 
America drawn from literary, historical, scientific, 
and regulatory sources. A book signing will follow 
the presentation.
